In 1921, the large rambling house 
at Third and Wyandotte Streets v rented, The house 
was old, and badly in need of repairs. The Knights of 
vthias felt that with suitable remodeling. the place could 
he made suitable dor their needs. and bought the house 


from the owners in 192: 

The psychological moment for Phi Mu to purchase 2 
house had arrived. The property belonging to the Wilburs, 
known as the Skeer's Mansion, at Third and Cherokee, 
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had been placed on the market. Too large for a private 
family, it Was nearly ideal for a fraternit, On learning 
that the house could) be secured at a reasonable price. 
Brothers Thomas, Shockley and Barthold. with several 
other graduates, and the Resident Chapter, set about rais- 
ing the required money. The financing entailed the sale of

The living room was equipped with a hard wood floor, 
But as the previous tenant had used immense carpets to 
cover the floors of the billiard room, the hall, and the card 
room, a rough floor only was in evidence. Through the 
financial assistance rendered ly all the Resident Brothers, 
hard wood floors were laid in these rooms, thus enhancing 
their beauty, and providing a much larger dancing area. 


The next improvement was the nequisition of a hot 
water heater, suitable to the needs of the house, This was 
purchased in January 1926, and again paid for by the Res- 
idents. 


The first Council all in the new house was a small 
room on the third floor. After several weeks of work, the 
basement under the liv ny room was cleared, and the Coun- 
cil Hall removed to this place.

The grounds around the building have been improved 
hy the addition of new shrubbery, and white stones out- 
lining the driveway. 

Many minor changes, such as the building of a new 
shower, the purchase of new furnitur and beds can only 
be appreciated on sight. Sufficient equipment is on hand 
to care for visitors at any time.

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FOOTBALL 


When Coach Wendell called his varsity football men 
out at the beginning of the current season, eight letter men 
were found to be practicing with the squad. The morning 
and afternoon drills soon developed a line from tackle to 
tackle which could he compared with any. Injuries to can- 
didates for the end positions weakened that part of the line 
but the big weakness of the eleven seemed to be in the back- 
field and has continued so to date. 


The first game of the season was played against St. 
Johns College of Brooklyn. a week earlier than former s 
sons were opened. As is usually the case in opening games 
the play v marred by frequent fumbles one of which 
gave the visitors the lone score of the game. The Lehigh 
defense was good but the offense was lacking so that we 
dropped the first game 7-0. 


Gettysburg sent a wonderful team to Bethlehem the 
following week and went home with a 16-6 yietory. The 


runnin gattack of the visitors backs around the ends was 
mainly responsible for the Battlefield Collegians large score. 
Tn the closing minutes of play, the Brown and White start- 
ed a-series of passes which finally gave them the first score 
of the year. 


The next game was played at Providence in which Le- 
high lined up against the strong Brown team. The New 
Englanders flashed a brilliant attack and while the Brown 
and White fought all through the game, the best they could 
do was to come home with a () defeat. 


The Quantico Marines came next on the schedule and 
attracted a big crowd in Taylor Stadium. The visitors

cost Lehigh a tie score at least. 


Our aunual game with Muhlenberg was played on the 
following Saturday. Every Lehigh man looked forward to
